These days you can take a short- 
cut by using one of the prepared 
mixes on the market. However, if 
you prefer to make your own from 
the start, you'll be surprised how 
little time it takes, especially with 
a dough that can be ¢ stored in your 
refrigerator. 

Here is a recipe for a basic sweet 
dough which will keep satisfactorily 
for 4 ot 5 days. All you need to do 
for freshly-baked rolls each day is 
to: remove a portion, mold it and 
allow it to stand at room temper-
